800 Foot Classrooms 


The proposal oY a week ago, by 
the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee, that 800 square foot class- 
rooms be used in the proposed 
Shawsheen Avenue School seemed 
to get the cold shoulder, last Thurs

There ‘is not much to be said in favor of the 
Postoffice parking yard. It is-poorly designed. Cars 
keep backing into each other. The entrance, by 
Wilmington Planning Board standards, is too narrow, 
and the Nervous Nellies have their difficult moments 
when two cars meet in that driveway. 

Only the Bold dare to enter that yardat the same 
time that a car is exiting. 

There is one thing that can be done. 

Olson Road is an accepted street. That is the 
road which lies between the Postoffice and the Fire 

: Station, Bt is ‘géneraliy-half full of cars belonging to 
‘ out-of-town drivers who board the. Boston. train at” 
the Wilmington depot. 

That road was accepted ti k town iaseting ofa 
dozen or so years ago, and is designed to go to the 
back of the Middlesex County Bank parking lot. 

If the town were to pave Olson Road, at least as 
far as the rear of the Postoffice parking lot, then 
changes could be made, if someone could prevail upon 
the government to listen to reason, 

All cars going into the Postoffice parking iot 
could enter from C.son Road, for instance, and all 
cars exiting could do so by Church Street, There 
could be one way traffic.

The Board signed a plan for Rudy 
Carrasco of Adams Street, which 
divided up his land, together with 
the piece he had bought from the 
town, into three house lots.

WILMINGTON, MASS. 


It was a real celebration for the 
Jewish people of Wilmington last 
Friday. Forty eight people, young 
and old, sat down for dinner to- 
gether, after services, and before 
the installation of the new officers 
of Temple Shalom. 

The first Jewish House of Wor- 
ship in Wilmington was an Orthodox 
Synagogue, formed back in 1917. 
Men, some ofthem only afewyears 
from their native Russia, gathered 
together to form that synagogue, 
and there they and their families 
met at frequent intervals for ser- 
vices, 

But as time passed the younger 
generation bagan to think in terms 
other than Orthodox. The trend was 
to Conservative or Reformed ser- 
vices. The young people formed 
their own group, and drew apart, 
They built and met in a new build- 
ing, the Hebrew Community Cen- 
ter. 

This made things more difficult 
for their elders, those who were 
Orthodox. The Mosaic Law states 
that ten male Jews are to be pre- 
sent when services are held, and 
there were not always ten menwho 
could attend. As time went on the 
services in the Synagogue became 
less and less frequent, 

Finally, about three years ago, 
there was a re-awakening of the 
Jewish spirit, in Wilmington, 
Men asked themselves why could 
not the people of Jewish faith wor- 
ship together. 

The result was the formation of 
Temple Shalom, in a Conservative 
mold, in which all the Jews of Wil- 
mington could meet, socially, and 
for services. The Temple took over 
both properties, that of the former 
Hebrew Community Center, and 
the Synagogue. 

It wasn’t easy, but it was ac- 
complished, The former Hebrew 
Center is now a House of Worship, 
and the former Synagogue a Schule, 
but services can be, and are, held 


at both places, and with a regular 


frequency. The Hebrew School, 
long established, has now been 
strengthened, and its classes en- 
larged, for the Jewish children, 
So it was with grateful hearts 
that forty eight Jews, young and 
old, foreign born and native born, 
sat down last Saturday evening 
and supped together, For them 
there was proof that they were 
again one, and that proof was in 
(pardon the pun) the eating.

Set Backs 

The meeting ended with a long 
discussion by the Town Engineer 
about the present ‘set-back’ regu- 
lations for homes and other 
buildings, on certain streets of 
town, The present Zoning By-Law 
says that houses shall be acertain 
distance from the street, and also 
a certain distance from the center 
of the street. 

Harding wanted some amend- 
ments, so as to increase the 
set-back in a number of instances. 

He pointed out that a wéek ago 
the Town had settled a case out 
of court, because of some land 
which was taken for Chapter 90 
work on Ballardvale Street, and 
the taking included, or nearly 
included a leaching bed for a 
private home, 

Harding pointed to Andover St, 
which 1s now thirty-three feet wide 
for a long distance, and to the 


signing. of the new plan for the 
Daly Farm. If there were ten 
or twelve feet more ‘set-back’ 
he said, there would not be any 
trouble when the time came to 
widen Andover Street to fifty feet, 
But if there is not more setback 
the town will be paying expensive 
damages in the future for the 
‘taking’ of leaching beds not yet 
in existence, or planned. 

West Street, where the new home 
of TM Morris has just been built 
is another example of such poten- 
tial trouble, Harding said. If the 
street is widened, in the future, it 
will involve leaching beds which 
have only been installed in the 
past few years, 

He thought that perhaps the 
Board of Selectmen, who have the 
duty of ‘laying out streets’, should 
‘lay out’ fifty foot widths for a 
lot of the narrow streets in town 
just to prevent leaching beds from 
being put in too close to the 
travelled way, They can lay out 
the streets, he said, and prevent 
this trouble, even if the street 
isn’t really rebuilt for the next 
hundred years,
